JOSTIGHS BREAK THE LAM 


ADMINISTRATION OF IT IN Po- 
LICE COURTS HELD ILLEGAL. 


Magistrates Admit Reale Against Sit- 
ting in More than One Place—Keep- 
ing of Brief and Defective Records 

| Also Contrary to Requirements of 
the Statute+-Hard Problem Con- 
fronts the Mayor in Naming a Suc- 
cessor to M. R. M. Wallace. 


Chicago's police court system may be a 
piece of legal machinery with no legal power. 
Lawbreakers who are tried before these 
courts by the scores every day are sentenced 
by magistrates who, if present conditions 
are not altered, may be found to have no 
legal right to adjudicate cases. Should en- 
forcement of the law bring this result the 
1,200 prisoners in the bridewell would stand 


posed and nothing could bar their release, 

Statements to this effect were made yes- 
terday by justices of the peace who have 
studied the legal tangle closely as a result 
of the problem Mayor Harrison is facing in 
appointing a successor as police justice to the 
late Justice M. R. M. Wallace. 


Violations of Law Practiced. 

_ Prevailing violations of the law on which 
the Supreme and Appellate Courts have de- 
clared and which may overthrow the present 
system are held to be: 
The maintaining of private courts by jus- 
tices who sit as police judges during the 
morning and then gather in many fees with 
a grist: of civil cases. It is contended that a 
justice cannot hold court in two or three 
places; in other words, that “ he cannot 
carry his court under his hat.”’ 
No records whatever, as required by law, 
are kept by the justices at the various police 
courts. They use any kind of a book to jot 
down memoranda which make no pretense at 
being formal records as required by law. 


Where He Keeps. Docket. ’ 

The court of a justice of the peaceis where 
that justice keeps the docket which he is 
directed to keep. Inthe case of all present 
police justices they keep dockets at their 
private offices. Hence, itis contended, they 
are not lawfully sitting in a court when they 
are in police stations with the makeshift rec- 
ords that in no way comply with the law. | 
In proof of this the higher courts’ records 
show many releases when prisoners have | 
pressed their claims on this point. 7 


Big Saving to City Possible. 

Thorough enforcement of the law, it is said, 
would save $25,000 to the city annually. Itis 
held that each justice serving in police courts 
should, according to the terms of the law, be 
allowed to hold court in no other place than 
the police station to which he is assigned by: 
‘the Mayor. In this way, it is contended, 
one justice would do the work that now re- 
quires two at several stations. Such a 
change, it. is claimed, would cut the city’s 
annual expenditure of for justices’ 
salaries to $49,000. 

The Supreme Court, in a case reported in 
the Sixty-ninth Illinois, held that a justice 
of the peace “* must perform all judicial acts 
in his office, which must be at'a known 
piace.” The Appellate Court, of Codk Coun- 
ty in a recent case held that a “ justice te not 
@ court carrying the judicial function wher- 
ever he goes. It js not a personal charac- 
teristic like r of sanctity.”’ 


Where Is a Justice’s Office? 


offiée?”’ the justices themselves cite the sec- 
tion’ -pf the Illinois Statutes—section 160, 
chapter 79—which says: : 

‘“*It shall be the duty of every justice, 
whenever an action shall be commenced 
before him, to record, in a well-bound book, 
to be furnished by the County Clerk at the 
expense of the county, for that purpose, the 
names of the parties and the amount and 
nature of the debt sued for, the date and 
description of the process issued, and the 
name of the officer to whom such process 
‘shall be delivered, throughout the whole 
proceedings in any action, it shall be the 
duty, whenever any procegs shall be issued 
or returned, or any order made, or judgment 
rendered, to make a written memorandum of 
the same, in the same book.” 


Effect of the Constitution. 

“ Now, the constitution of 1870,” said a 
justice of the peace, “ practically sets aside 
police magistrates in Chicago, The justices 
who sit in police courts sit there as justices 
of-the peace. The Mayor of the city merely 
asks them to sit at such or sucha police sta- 
ticn, promising that thus they will get the 
city’s business, and, of. course, greatly con® 
venience the city.”

WOMAN AND CHILD 
Negro at Philadelphia Kills 
Employer and One Daugh- 


terand Mortally Wounds 
the Other. 


Man Detected in Thefts Learns 

Warrant Has Been Sworn 

Out and Determines to 
Slay Entire Family. 


FOOLS POLICE, BUT ISCAUGHT 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 1.—[Special.}—De- 
tected in thefts and knowing a warrant for 
his arrest had been issued, William H. Lane, 
@ negro butler, this morning killed his em- 
ployer, Mrs. Ella J. Furbush, her 12-year-old 
daughter, Madeline, and mortally wounded 
Eloise, another daughter, aged 7 years. 

His desire for revenge sated, the ne 
looted the handsome house, secured: 
money and jewelry belonging to Mrs. Fur- 
bush, and started to escape. At that point 
two policemen, sent to arrest him, rang the 
door bell. Lane admitted them, said he 
would call his mistress, and escaped through 
the back door. Purchasing: a new suit of 
clothes and a box of cigars, he fled to Cam- 
den, but the police,' who had discovered 
the crime, headed him off there. He was 
arrested, and, after a struggle with the 
Camden police, was thrown on board a ferry 
boat and brought back to the city without 
the ceremony of a requisition. He admitted 
his crime and said he was sorry. He stole, 
he said, in order to play policy, and deter- 
' mined to murder the family out of revenge 
when"he discovered he was to be 


Lived in Handsome House. 


‘Mrs. Furbush lived with her two daughters 
in a handsomely furnished four-story house 
at 552 North Fifteenth street. She kept sev- 
eral servants, dressed strikingly, and lived a 
life of luxury. She had little to do with her 
neighbors. Coroner Dugan, when he took 
charge of the bodies, telegraphed Charles A. 
Furbush, a wealthy manufacturer of mill 
machinery, asking him what disposition 
should be made of the remains, but no reply 
was received. Mr, Furbush has offices in 
New York and in this:city. .Heis a married 
man living on Spring Garden street, a short 
distance from the house in which 
tragedy took place,

Sees Woman Counting Money. 


On Monday night Lane saw Mrs. Furbush 

He watched 
er and saw her place the money ina drawer 
in her apartmients, and, waiting until she 
was down-stairs, Lane went to her room and 
stole §70. This morning Mrs. Furbush 
missed the money. She questioned Lane, 


Mrs. Furbush gaid nothing more, but, driv- 
ing to the police station, swore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of the negro. Lane sus- 
“pected he would be arrested and determined 
to kill ey entire family, rob the house, and 
escape. 
Kills the Mother First, 


Shortly before ll o ‘clock Lane crept up the 
stairs. to the third floor and found Mrs. Fur- 
bush dressing in her room. Pushing open 
the door he fired twice; One bullet went 
‘through Mrs. Furbush’s heart and she fell 
dead in front of her dressing table. 

Eloise, who was in an adjoining room, 
heard the shots and‘ rushed to her mother’s 
room. As she ran into the room Lane shot 
her and she fell. Thinking her dead Lane 
went down-stairs and called to Madeline, the 
other daughter, who was roller skating on 


The other servant, who was ironing in tae 
laundry, did not hear him nor did she hear 
the shots. 


Entices onila to Her Death. 


Madeline climbed the stairs without even 
stopping to remove her roller skates. Lane 
followed her. The little girl skated across 
the third floor hallway towards her mother’s 


she entered the door and saw the bodies of 
her mother and sister she turned and the 
aegro shot her, killing her instantly. 


Flees While Police Wait. 
Lane then proceeded to rob the house. He 


pocketbook. He descended to the lower floor 


when the door bell rang. Answering the 
bell, the murderer met two policemen, who 
had been sent to arrest him. They asked 
to see Mrs..Furbush. Lane told them to be 
seated, saying he would call his mistress. 
He ran up the stairs, grabbed his overcoat,. 
went down the back stairs and out through 
the laundry, speaking to the servant, who 
was ironing there. 

The two policemen waited for twenty min- 
utes for Laneto return. Then one of them, 
thinking he heard groans, started an inves- 
tigation. The groans led them to the third 
floor. There, in the hallway, they found 
little Eloise, who had .crawied , from her 
mother’s room to the head of the stairs. She 
said: “ William shot my mamma and my 
sister and tried to kill me.’’ Then she fainted. 
An ambulance was called, 4nd the wounded 
girl was sent to the hospital. . The entire po- 
lice force of this city and C@nden was start- 
ed in search of the murderer. He was traced 
to a clothing store, across town to the Read- 
ing station, and down to the fergy. Two de- 
tectives learned he was trying to reach 
Bridgeton, N. J., and, making 4 rapid run, 
they reached the Pennsylvania station in 
Camden before the train was due to start. 
One of the detectives knew Lane by sight.

Miss Adamson was on her way toa dréss- 
maker’s late yesterday afternoon when she 
was met by Alien, who told her that a dress- 
maker at a designated residence was wait- 
ing to see her. The young girl went to the 
house mentioned by the negro, who followed 
her into the house, which Miss 
found was vacant. 

A woman on a near-by porch, cthbnsdh by 
the noise of the struggle, succeeded in 
frightening Allen away and he escaped. Late 
this afternoon he was captured and brought 
to this city and piaced in jail. 

As goon as the news of his capture was 
learned a mob formed tonight and marched 
to the jail, demariding the negro.

DFATH OF THOMAS DUNN ENGLISH. 

Thomas Dunn English, who for several 
years was prominent as an American au- 
thor, has passed away at the age of 83. 
He had trad a varied career. He hegan his 
active life as a lawyer, then drifted into 
journalism,.afterwards took part-in_poli- 
tics and represented his district in the 
New Jersey Legislature, and finally settled 
down to the prartice of medicine in New- 
ark. 
The career of Mr. English was peculiar 
in that at its close he had outlived all that 
he had done, and was himself comparatively 
forgotten. In his day he was a prolific 
writer for newspapers and magazines. He 
was the author of several novels. .Two of 
them, “ Walter ‘Woolfe * and “ Ambrose

than twenty, successful dramas, but not 
one of tlieni is. on. the stage today. .

REASONS FOR cUBAN RECIPROCITY. 

Two observations may properly be 
concerning the report of the Committee on 
Ways and Means which accompanies its 
Cuban reciprocity bill. One is that the 
report is a concise and cogent statement of 
the reasons why duties on Cuban products 
should be lowered. ‘The reasons justify a 
mueh greater reduction than the commit- 
tee recommends. The other is that these 
reasons were as much in evidence two 
months ago—when this report ought to nae 
been made—as they are now. 

The report says that there is Senuer at | 
an industrial crisis in Cuba, threatening 
serious consequences. General Wood and 
prominent Cubans so notified Congress, 
months ago.

OBEY THE DECISION. 

’ The Ulinois Supreme Court has decided 
that in certain parts of Hyde Park licenses 
shall not be granted to saloons withou® the 
cousent of a majority of the entire frontage 
of the block in which the saloon is situated. 
A rehearing has been asked for in the case in 
which this decision was made, but the ap- 
plication has not been granted. Therefore 
the decision is the law and must be respected | 
as such by the municipal authorities. 

The Mayor is quoted as saying that “‘ we. 
‘shall not adopt the court’s construction now 
except in four cases.” There are four 
saloous against which the Hyde Park Pro- 
tective association has been making a sp-- 
cial fight. The Mayor says that as to them 
he will give the association “ the benefit of 
the decision” by forcing the keepers of 
these saloons to file majority petitions em- 
bracing the whole block. This course wiil 
not be pursued: with other saloons for two 
reasonse They are, according. to the Mayor, 
that ‘the court-has been asked to grant a 
rehearing, and that the decision is tanta- 
mount to a new statutory enactment. It is 
something that no one ever dreamed of in 
the past.” 3 

A refusal to. yield ‘obedience to the de- 
cision of a court is cénsurable’ under all 
circumstances. It is’ specially ‘censurabie 
when the offenders are municipal officers 
whose sworn duty it is to execute the laws 
as tnterpreted by the courts. A lower court 
has decided that certain traction companies 
should give transfers. These companies 
have appealed the case and profess to be- 
lieve the final decision will be in their favor. 
In the meanwhile, the city authorities, de- 
mand that the companies obey this decisior, 
although if they do and the court of last 
resort shall accept their view of the case 
they will be out all the money represented 


by these transfers. 


The municipal, authorities have no right 
to say that decisions of courts shall be 
binding cn traction companies but: shall 
not be binding on them or on saloonkeepers. 
If traction companies should obey the law 
as laid down by a lower court, although a 
higher court may reverse the lower onc, 
then the municipal authorities should yieif 
obedience to the Supreme Court of the Staie, 
even though it has been asked to grant a 


its decision. 
The position of the municipal nchorities 


that they are not obliged to adopt the court's | 


construction of the law is untenable. Even 
more untenable is the position that they will 
adopt that construction in a few cases but 
not in the majority of the cases. When 
the authorities believe laws showld be dis- 
obeyed there should at least be uniformity 
in disobedience. 
obeyed ina few instances as a special favor 
to those who are asking for its enforcement 
and be disobeyed in other instances.

This Arkansas method of electing a Unit- 
ed States Senator is not the method which 
the framers.of the-eonstitution-had in mind. 
It was their idea that the members of a 
Legislature, unbiased---and untrammeled, 
should select, after deliberate investigation, 
one among the best. men in the State to 
be the Senator. The Arkansas Legislature , 
will not investigate or deliberate. It wijl 
obey the mandate of the primaries. Sena- 
tor Hoar must view with great disfavor 
this perversion ofthe constitution by which 
-in-a round-about fashion the election of a 
Senator is handed over ne ~~ vaters of the 

majority party.

E Spanish government has issued a 
semi-official denial of the stories ac- 
cording to which the regency is to be 
prolonged for a couple of years, or that 
an advisory council, composed of. the 


| Queen. mother, the Prince.and Princess of 


the Asturias, the Primate, the Presidents of 
the two chambers, and other great digni- 
taries of the realm is about to be created for 
the pur 
his duties during the first two years that 
follow the attainment of his majority on his 
sixteenth birthday this May. 

It is pointed’ out that either of these pro- 
jects would involve,a modification of the 
‘national constitution Ana that the latter can- 
not be changed except by a Cortes specially 
elécted for the purpose, which is, of course, 
out of the question, since anything of the 
kind would take months to accomplish. 
Moreover, it is doubtful whether there is 
any necessity for such arrangements even 
if they were feasible. 

The young King is mature even far be- 
yond his years, both intellectually .and 
| physically, and has enjoyed the advantages 
of a training from early childhood infinitely 
superior in every respect to that of his father, 
the late Alfonso XII, who was barely 17 
years of age when he was festored to the 
throne of Spain more than a quarter of a 
century ago under conditions far more crit- 
ical than those by which the Spanish govern- 
ment is now confronted. For at that time 
all the northern portion of the kingdom was 
in the throes of a Carlist insurréction. 
Revolutionary agitation in favor of a re- 
public or full fledged anarchy was _ seeth- 
Ing in the southeastern provinces, every- 
thing was at sixes and sevens at Madrid, and 
before the young monarch had been a few 
months on his throne he was forced to take 
the field in person against Don Carlos. 
There is no reason, therefore, why the 
present King of Spain should not, in spite 
of his youth, do just as well, and even far 
better, as full fledged sovereign, than his 
father, who at the time of his restoration had 
the advantage of him only by a few months 
in point of age. 


Comment has henwy frequently made in this 
country of the faet that in all the projects

Ternina and the 
Wolfram’ of Mr. Van Rooy—were of true ex- 
cellence. _ To, these two might with justice 
be -added perhaps a.third—the orchestra, 
which, under Mr. Damrosch's leadership, 
gave a reading of the score that was care- 
fully finished, well balanced, and intelligent, 
even if it was not notably inspired. The 
noisiness and boisterousness that annoyed 
in so many of the accompaniments in Aida ’ 
were agreeably absent last night, only the 
opening scene:of:the first act being marred. 
somewhat .by. an instrumental vigor that 
made the work of the singers inaudible. 

Mr. Van Rooy, ‘who unexpectedly made his' 
Chiéago début last. evening, instead of next 
Monday, comés with reputation well estab- 
Mshed throughout Europe ‘and inthe Eastern 
cities of this country, as a baritone qf excep- 
tional ‘gifts and powers. While a single per- 
formance does not enable exact estimate of

Michigan: City, April Special. 
Sensational charges were today filed against 
Warden James D. Reid and Deputy Wardén 

. M. Barnard of the Indiana State Prison 
P by Dr.. Brose S. Horne,. who afterward 
resigned as prison physicfan. 

Dr. Horne submitted his charges in writing 
and asked the board to make. an investiga- 


| Mon. Dr. Horne alleges that the Warden, 


and more particularly the Deputy Warden, 
have been guilty. of extreme cruelty toward 
the inmates of. the institution, that the con- 
duct of these officials has been malicious 
toward some of the convicts, and that the 
Warden and Deputy Warden were in a con- 
spiracy to oust him from his position. 

Dr. Horne cites about a dozen cases where 
severe and alleged brutal punishment has 
been inflicted contrary to the law governing 
State institutions, 

E. H. Nebecker, President of the board and 
a director of the prison for seven years, said: 
“When Director Bundy: returns the matter 
will be taken up and the charges will be 
thoroughly investigated.”

DARK TORCH FOR LIBERTY 


HOUSE REFUSES TO GIVE MONEY 
FOR LIGHT ON STATUE. 


Sualser’s Appeal for Appropriation to 
Provide Illumination Defeated After 
a Lively Discussion—Formal Ballot 
Kills Amendment, Which Is Carried 
on Rising Vote—Good Progress Made 

with Sandry Civil Bill--Oleo Vote in 
Senate Tomorrow. 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—The House to- 
day made rapid prograss wi h the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, completing 93 of the 
120 pages. A proposition to provide for a light 
in the torch of the. Statue of Liberty in New 
York harbor was defeated. | | 

Mr. Sulzer-[N: Y.] offered the amendment 
to appropriate $50,000 for lighting the torch 
of Bartholdi’s statue in New .York harbor. 
Mr. Sulzer said this light was put out on 
March 1. Since the statue was erected in 
1886 until now, he said,,the sundry civil bill 
always carried an appropriation for this 
light. He had read a poem written by an 
anti-imperialist on the extinguishment of 
the light of liberty’s torch. 

When Mr. Sulzer concluded Mr. Cannon 
ccngratulated him on the speech and the 


‘poem, and then asked him if he withdrew 


nis amendment. 


Light Is Declared Valueless. 


Mr. Sulzer replied in the negative, where- 
upon Mr. Cannon said that the pending bill 


carried $1,900,000 for lights, the expenditure 


of which, he said, was entirely within thé 
discretion of the Lighthouse board. Mr. 
Cannon said the Appropriation committee 
had made some investigation and has ascer- 
tained that the light on the Bartholdi statue 
was valueless for commercial purposes. 

Or a rising vote the amendment was car- 
ried—43 to 33. Some New York school teach- 
ers in the gallery applauded vociferously. 

Mr. Cannon immediately demanded tellers. 
‘* You will have to carry this by tellers and 
an aye and no Vote before it is adopted final- 
ly,”’ he declared emphatically. Great inter- 
est was taken in the vote by tellers. The 
pages scurried out to the restaurant and 
committee-rooms to bring in the absentees. 
When the vote was completed the first vote 
was reversed, and the amendment stood de- 
feated—61 to 67.

EXPOSITION TO BE POSTPONED. 


General Impression Prevails That the 


Opening of St. Louis Show Will 
Be Delayed Until 1904.

Mrs. Anna Hanna Hart, the young and 
handsome woman upon whom the young 
bank clerk squandered the money of the 
Elizabethport Bank, die@ at the home of a 
friend in Fifty-fifth street, New York City, 
on Feb. 24. She was 28 years old and was 
born in Knoxville, Tenn., and her real name 
was Anna Jones. After graduating from the 
Knoxville High School she disappeared with 
the son of a wealthy brewer and lived in 8t.

They have 
the right to strike, provided the object is 
not to gratify malice or inflict injury upon 
others, but to secure better terms of em- 
ployment for themselves. A peaceful and 
orderly strike is not in violation of the law. 
“Men having organized for purposes 
deemed beneficial to themselves have the 
nght, when they feel it is detrimental to the | 
interest of their organization, to refuse to 
work. Their reasons may seem inadequate 
to others, but if it seems to be in their in-

Mr. Benham testified that on one occasion 
his wife threatened. to kill him, then admit- 


ted that he also had threatened to kill her.

Mrs. George E:. Trumbull, 251 Dearborn 
avenue, testified she had met Mrs..Benham 
at the residence of Dr. Julia Howe, ° 679 | 
Wells street, in the spring of 1895. . 

**On certain oceasions she acted in a pe- 
cullar manner, and I judged that she had 
been drinking,”’ said the witness. ‘ I formed 
this opinion also when I smelled of her 
breath. On one occasion she told. me that 
she had been down-town having a good time. 
She said she wanted to get hOme before her 
husband came. Dr. Howe told her one time 
that she ought to be more careful about 
drinking. One time she gave me a Trilby 
heart not to tell what I knew about her af- 
fairs.”’ 

The witness testified that at one time she 
saw Mrs. Benham in company with a woman 
whom she described as a ‘‘ bleached blond.”’ 

Mrs. Annie Sonderman, 144 Mohawk street, 
testified that she worked for Mrs. Benham in 
March, 1894. Mrs. Benham, she said, called 
her husband “an old fool,” and would stay 
away from home all day, at times. Mrs. 
Benham sent a note to a down-town hotel 
on one occasion, the witness’ said, and an- 
other time told her that she had had a “ hell 
of a time.’’

Story of the Alleged Murder of Carrie 
Larson Related by State’s

The story of the alleged murder of Carrie 
Larson by Lewis G. Thombs was told in 
Judge Ball’s court yesterday by Robert 
Kiessig, the “river rat,”” who was aboar.i 
the steamer Peerless,in the Burlington slip 
on the night’ of Nov, 30, when the girl 
supposed to have been strangled to death.

She seemed to suffer again all the anguish 
which she had experienced on the previaus 
day and sat with her face buried in her 
hands. Another woman, who sat’on the 
opposite of the room and cared for a fretful 
baby, was Anna Berndt, who is alleged to 
have lived with Thombs as his wife on the 
Peerless during a part of the fall and earlv 
winter. The defense contended that. her 
presence in the room with her baby was 
prejudicialyto Thombs, and when the baby 
cried: Attorney Grove E. Walter demanded 
of the court that the woman and child be 
ordered from the room. The woman left 
of-her ‘own accord. : 

In his narrative Kiessig followed the lines 
laid down by Assistant State‘s Attorney 

Barnes in the opening statement, but went 
into details which the prosecuting attorney 
had avoided. The defense, in the cross-ex- 
amination, showed the boy to have a weak 
mind and poor memory. Kiessig explained 
that when an infant his mother was not 
able to nourish and care for him properly, 
and had told him that he was“ not as bright 
as other boys, and would have to be more 
careful of himself.” The cross-examina- 
tion had not been completed when court ad- 
journed for the day.

Among those who 
spoke were Mrs. Ida Wells Barnett, Mrs. 
Frank Waring, and Miss Minnie Barber. 

Mrs. Yates in her address pointed to the 
national organizations of women which have 
recognized colored women and. admitted 
them to membership.

But women’s clubs 
can do much to counteract this mistaken 
idea that one race holds of another and we 
should work in harmony. It is more im-. 
portant that we should all work togéther 
for our children than that we should argue 
about social recognition.”’

say | WEATHER CONDITIONS IN MOST 


: SECTIONS FAVORABLE. 
Season in Central Areas Is Somewhat 
Backward, but Along Eastern Coast 
Nearly Three Weeks in Advance— 
Wheat Promises Well in All Sec- 

tlons—Corn in Texas Already Under 
* Cultivation—Reports fro all. Sec- 
tions of Illinois Promising | 


Washington, D. C.,’April {—1Spectal. 
Following is the monthly report of the. 
climate and crop division of the Weather 
bureau, issued today: | 

The weather conditions of March were 
generally favorable for farming operations 
in the States of the Missouri, Upper Missis- 
sippi, and Ohio Valleys, and on the Atlantic 
coast north of North Carolina. The month 
was also favorable in Florida, Texas, and. 
Oklahoma, but over the greater part of the 
central and east Gulf States it was un- 
favorable, largely on account of excessive 
rains. 

‘Throughout the central and east gulf 
States farm work is from two to three weeks 
late, and in many sections much land has 
been badly washed. 

There has been a marked improvement in 
the condition of winter wheat in the central 
valleys, although much of the late sown is 
in poor condition and some will be plowed 
up for other crops. 

Oat seeding is well advanced in the States 
of the Missouri Valley, and is progressing in 
the Ohio Valley and middle Atlantic Staies. 

Cérn planting has begun as far northward 
as Kansas and Missouri, and preparations 
for planting are in progress farther north. 
In Texas the bulk of the.corn crop has been 
planted and somé is being cultivated. 

The general outlook for fruit, excepting 
peaches, is encouraging. | 


Conditions By Districts. 


New Eng!iand—March favorable for farm- 


ing operations; season two weeks in advance 


of average. 
New York—March generally mild; disas- 
trous floods first three days of March; snow 
disappeared by the 15th. 

New Jersey—Winter unfavorable to grain 
and newly-seeded meadows.

Kentucky—Wheat greatly improved, but is 
poor in many central and eastern localities; 
peaches badly injured, but other fruits 
promising. 

Missouri—Month generally favorable for 
warm work; oat sowing well advanced, ex- 
cept in-some southern counties, where soil 
is toe wet; considerable gardening done; a 
little corn planted; wheat ‘ooking well and

Illinois—March has .been favorable for 
farming operations; soil in excellent condi- 
tion; good rains considerably improved 
wheat, which is in good conditior , except in 
parts of southern district, where it is still 
poor, much oats. seeded under favorable con- 
ditions; fruit, except peaches, promising.

CIVIL WAR CLAIM TO BE PAID. 


Assistant Auditor Eubanks of Illinois 
Is in Washington to Arrange 
for a Settlement. ; 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—[Special. ]— 
E. O. Eubanks, the Agsistant State Au- 
ditor of Illinois, isthere leoking after the 
claims of the State growing out of equip- 
ping troops for the civil war. The claim of 
Illinois amounts in round numbers to $500,- 
000, and the Assistant State Auditor is here 
for the purpose of ascertaining exactly what 


is necessary to be done in. order to secure 


the payment of these claims. Senator Cul- 
lom, accompanied by Mn, .Eubanks, called 
on Secretary Shaw and the Auditor for the 
War department today in connection witb 
these claims, which have been held up so 
many years. They learne#i that the govern- 
ment hag done all in its power to pay the 
funds to the State, but that for two or three 
years no progress whatever hasbeen made 
because the government officials were un- 
able to proceed pending the receipt from the 
State authorities of vouchers and affidavits 
showing the right of the State to the money 


claimed. The govetnmen} does not dispute 


the amount of the claim made by I!lincis, but 
it requires that conclusive evidence be pro- 
duced which will show that the State is 
entitled to all it claims. Mr. Eubanks spent 
considerable time with Secretary Shaw and 
the Auditor for the War department, and. 
he learned exactly the natiure of the eviderfte 
and affidavits required, and will now return 
to Illinois to prepare them, so that the half 
million dollars can be paid over to the 
State without further delay. ‘3
